The two United States submarine 
chasers. the C-63 and the C-64, 
which have been assigned to th 
naval reserve district, will arrive in 

Louis today. The chaser C-39% 
was assigned to St. Louis more than 
a year ago, and a number of smaller 
craft, including a 74-foot tender, 
a smal!! steamer, several sailing cut- 
ters and whaleboats, are expected by 
Commander G. F. Schwartz, of the 
Missouri Naval Reserve, to be al- 
lotted to this district.

H. McGannon, former Chief Justice 
of the Municipal Court, surrenderéd 
today after officials had searched 48 
hours for’him, following his indict- 
ment Thursday on a charge of per- | 
jury, growing out of testimony given 
at both of his trials for the murder 
of Harold C. Kagy. 

McGannon gppeared with a bonds- 


man before Common Pleas Judge 
Maurice Bernon, and entered a plea 
of not guilty. He was released on 
$5000 bail, and said he had been out 
of the city.

Twelve indictments have thus far 
resulted from an investigation of the 
McGannon case, which is being made 
under the auspices of ihe Cleveland 
Bar Association. Three persons, one 
of whom aonfessed, were indicted 
about a month ago; and nine others, 
including McGannon himself, were 
indicted Thursday. The charges are 
perjury and the intimidation of wit- 
nesses. 

Two newspaper men, who_report- 
ed the McGannon murder trials for 
the Clevéland News, are among those 
indicted this week, One of them, Ed- 
ward J. Allen, was arrested at his 
office, and the other, Charles. E. 
Burke, who recently left the News ° 
staff, surrendered in Criminal Court. 

They are charged with torpedoing 
the State’s case at the second trial 
by “counseling, advising and _ pro- 
curing” the refusal of Mary E. Neely, 
Star witness for the prosecution, to 
answer questions, on the ground 
that her replies might tend to dis- 
grace or incriminate her. 

Reporter Sues McGannon. 

Affidavits sworn by both reporters 
were presented to the grand jury. 
Burke is said to have admitted that 
he arranged a meeting at his room 
in the Mecc- Hotel between McGan- 
nog and the chief witness against 
him, Miss Neely. A suit. has been 
filed by Burke against McQcnnon in. 
the Common Pleas Court, aileging 
that the former Judge promised to 
pay him $3000 “for services in the 
preparation of his defense.”

F | SHOULD live a thousand years I shall 
never forget March 20, 1917. 
From the afternoon of that day until 
I turned over my office to my successor, 
Secretary Denby, last w+ ek, crisis after 
crisis, each replete with tense moments 
and dramatic episodes, some soiled with 
intrigue and others glorified by noble, self-sacri- 
ficing deeds, the stories of which will ever thrill 
the hearts of true Americans, rolled through the 
United States Navy Department in rapid suc- 
cession. 

About 5 o’clock on the afternoon of Wednes- 
day, Jan. 31, 1917, a dapper little man presented 
himself at the office of the Secretary of State. 

From that moment life was never the same 
again in Washington. Events, incidents and epi- 
sodes of tremendous importauce and public in- 
terest occurred in the Navy Department, as in all 
other departments, until the day when certain 
gentlemen from Berlin signed their names to a 
document which Marshal Foch presented to them 
in the forest of Senlis. 

This gentleman came with a message for Sec- 
retary Lansing which had been waiting delivery 
for 12 davs. That message made America’s 
entrance into the war inevitable and sealed the 
doom of Kaiserism. It was conveyed by Count 
von Bernstorff and it announced the beginning 
of unrestricted U-boat warfare by Germany on 
the morning of the following day. 

We know now that Von Bernstorff received 
Germanvy’s official declaration of merciless sub- 
marine warfare on Jan. 19. On that day the Ber- 
lin Foreign Office advised him in code of the pol- 
icy which had been decided upon. On the same 
day, Zimmermann, the German Foreign Minister, 
dispatched to Mexice ‘his proposal that Car- 
ranza’s country sbould make an alliance with 
Japan, launch a war against the United States 
and recover the “lost territory” of New Mexico, 
Arizona and Texas. 

Why did Bernstorff withhold the announce- 
Mgnt until the eleventh hour? Doubtless under 
specific orders from his Government, and be- 
cause Germany, having decided to abandon all 
restraint and run all risks, wanted to gain for 
her new policy the full advantage of surprise. A 
premature announcement would have been warn- 
ing to her victims and occasion for delay in ex- 

ecution. It would have opened the way for ne- 
gotiations, and these Germany desired to avoid. 
This view is fully sustained by a secret docu- 
ment, unknown then to the American Govern- 
ment or to any of the allies, but discovered 
months after the armistice. It is dated “Berlin, 
Dec. 22, 1916’"—a little more than a month before 
the date on which unrestricted U-boat warfare 
began—and is addressed to “B—35840-1." It is 
marked “strictly secret.” 

Admiral von Holtzendorff, chief of the German 
Admiralty, was its author. 

This document named Feb. 1 as the date for 
turning the U-boats loose under orders to spare 
nobody. 

It declared England would be starved in five 
months—or by July 1.

It declared the allies would be forced to sur- 
render by Aug. 1. 

These exact dates were given. The first date 
is the only one which stood the test of events. 

The probable entrance of the United States as 
a belligerent was foreseen, and Von Holtzendorff 
thus expressed himself as to the influence she 
would be likely to exercise upon the “trend of 
the war:” 

“As regards tonnage, this influence would be 
very negligible. It is not to be expected that 
more than a small fraction of the tonnage of the 
Central Powers lying in American and many 
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other neutral harbors could then be enlisted for 
the traffic to England. 

“For the far greater part of this shipping can 
be damaged in such a way it cannot sail in the 
decisive time of the first few months. There 
would also be no crews to be found for them.” 

Let me interrupt Admiral von Holizendorff a 
moment to call attention to the fact that every- 
thing the Germans could do to make the Ad- 
miral'’s prediction come true was done in advance 
of Feb. 1. Before making his call upon Secretary 
Lansing, on the last day of January, Von Berns-

torff had given instructions that the engines of all Ger- 
man ships lving in American harbors must be de- 
stroved, and these instructions had been carried out. 

As a matter of fact. as fur back as Mav, 1916, at the 
time of the excitement occasioned by the sinking of 
the Sussex, Von Bernstorff had notified the oittrers 
in charge of Germany's int rned ships that they must 
be ready to destroy the engines whenever the order was 
given. ‘(Some other things happened at this time, 
of which I wil! tell vou later on. They will show 
vou that the German Ambassador did not monopvlize 
all the foresight in making is plans in advance.) 

Reperting upon the situation on Jan. °1, Von Rerns- 
torff says “It was dangerous to allow any delay, for 
on the evening of Jan. 3! our ships were seized by 
the American police. As lkn °', however, ali of them, 
Without exception, were made unfit for use before this 
occurred.” 

lt was this effective work upon which Von Holtzen- 
dorff counted to cripple the United “tates if she de- 
cided to enter the war. Once in, he betleved, whatever 
shipping she was able to command «¢ uld be disposed of 
by the U-boats. 

Naturally, since the German Admiral believed it 
would be impossible for the United States to find ton- 
naze or to keen it afloat. he had very littie fear of an 
American’ army. He wrote in the secret document: 
“Tust as little decisive effect can be ascribed to any 
extent to American troops, Which, in the (irst place, 
cannot be brought over through lack of tonnage.” 

By such stupid underestimates of American resource- 
fulness were the Germans persuaded by their own iead- 
ers to their own undoing. It is to be hoped for mutual 
welfare and the peace of the world that no nation wil! 
ever axain underestimate the power and resourcefulness 
of America in wer. 

Finally Von Holtzendorff emphasized the importance 
of iaunching the U-boat terror wiihout warning. “The 
becinnirg and the declaration of the unrestricted 
U-hoat war must follow so quickly one upon another 
thet there is no time for negotiating, especially be- 
tween England and the neutrals. The wholesome ter- 
ror will exercise in this case upon enemy and neutral 
alive.” 

That last sentence is significant as showing Ger- 
manys attitude toward the neutrals, of whom the 
Inited States, at this time, was one. “Enemy and 
neutral alike ’—on such terms to have remained neutral 
would have been folly. To this conclusion members 
of the Cabinet were being strongly impetlied. 

Of course, 1 was notifed at once of the serious na- 
ture of the communication made by the German Am- 
bassador to Secretarv Lansing. Its momentous char- 
acter was ismmediately apparent. Apprehension had 
been felt that Germany might do some intolerable 
thing, but this utter defiance of civilization, this com- 
ph ie repudiation of pledzes, without warning or chance 
for argument, exceeded apprehensions. 

| acted at once, without waiting for the Cabinet 
meeting which was called for Friday, Feb. 2. On 
Thursd as the German U-boats + wa, aaa them- 
selves to the pursuit of their prey, I was notifying 
all ships and stations to be in readiness for a possible 
mobilization order. The instructions which I sent to 
the whole fleet read as follows: 

“The order to mobilize for war will be an “Alnav’ 
message in secret code. Upon receipt of the message 
to mobilize every effort should be made to assem)la 
ships at the designated rendezvous at the earliest 
possible date, ready in ail respects for war service.” 

The rendezvous for the various forces—battleships, 
scouts, destroyers, submarines, mine force, Atlantic 
and Pacific coast divisions, and naval! district forces— 
were set forth. All vessels were notified that upon 
receipt of the message, “Alnav availability,” they were 
to report immediatdaly to the Navy Department as to 
“when each vessel could he at iis assigned rendezvous, 
or at its war station, ready in all respects, so far aa 
material is concerned, for war service.” 

For the first time I am giving to the public the steps 
which I took simultaneously with the menacing move- 
ment of Germany. Outside of official circles the fact 
has not been known until now that a complete plan 
for the mobilization of the entire navy, brought up to 
date in every detail, was sent out before there was even 
time for the Cabinet to meet. 

While rumors were flying about Washington, and 
politicians were engaging in excited speculation in 
hotel lobbies and congressional! corridors, the navy was 
quietly getting ready for whatever the hour might 
bring. There was neither hesitation on the one hand 
nor frenzied haste on the other. Our plans had been 
made, and it took few words to put them in operation. 

When I went to the Cabinet meeting called by the 
President for the afternoon of Friday, Feb. 2, I, no 
more than any of my colleagues, knew what was to be 
the result of its deliberations. But I took my seat at 
the tabie in the confidence that whatever might be 
the decision of this solemn and critical hour, the navy 
of the United States was prepared to sustain it. 

“I want to do right, whether it is popular or not.” 


The words fell solemniv and deliberately from the 
lips of President Wilson as his eves searched the souls 
or the grave-faced men gathered about the Cabinet 


tuble. 


Already the clamor and counter-clamor were rising 
from the country. The sympathies and prejudices of 
men were finding voice: passions were being stirred 
io utterance. The echo of the tumult conld not be 
ex: luded whelly from the Cabinet room. Each of us 
felt the vibration of popular sentiment and demand; 
each of us needed the steadving words of our great 


leader.

Cabinet meetings, because | believe they express bette 


than anything I could say the spirit and attitude of 
Woodrow Wilson from the first days of America’s 
crisis to the hour when he resigned the cares of office. 

ft is iny conviction, "as a result of close association 
with him in times of supreme stregs, that in every great 
question the principle embodied in his simple but pro- 
found utterance controlled the course he ultimately 
decided to take. When he made up his mind that a 
thing was right, that it should be done, he did it, re- 
pardless of its effect on his party or his personal for- 
tunes. His critics say that be made mistakes. He 
may have mide some; vet ! doubt if any other man of 


our generation in his position would have made as few. 


When he stepped from the White House a few weeks 
azo one of his bitterest newspaper critics, referring to 
his leadership during the war vears, said of him, in 


substunce: “He was the man for the job.” 

Keven his Sitterest enemies cannot question his mo- 
tives or his purity cf purpose. I can say without reser- 
vation that, during the entire eight years of his ad- 
ministration, | have never known of a single instan:e 
in which he did not act in accordance with his convic- 
tions. It has alwavs been his custom not to ask, “Is 
this popular?’- but “Is this right?” 

As t have intimated, the navy was ready for mobili- 
zation within 24 hours after Von Bernstorff had de- 
livered his U-boat ultimatum--in effect it was that— 
to the State Department. The word had gone to every 
ship and station on Thursday, Feb. 1. 

Anxious faces and subdued voices indicated the re- 
pressed emotion under which we assembled. Not one 
of us failed to realize the significance of the occasion. 
The hour had come for a tremendous decision. The 
time for negotiation and parley was at an end. This 
conviction, I believe, was in the soul of every man 
who rose to greet the President when he entered the 


oom. 


The sclemnity of the moment had intensified the 
austerity which those who do not Know hitn well mis- 
taken!ty suppose to be his prevailing humor. As I shall 
show later, Woodrow Wilson is a man of geniality and 
humor. 

But this was a dav when only serious thought could 
hold place in anv mind. The destiny of 100,000,000 peo- 
ple lav in the hands of the President of the United 
States--perhaps the destiny of the world. 

No man there had faiied to read the text of the Ger- 
man note which was the occasion of cur meeting, but 
the President, in measured tones, giving weight to 
every significant syllable, read it to us again. 

i have no doubt his mind was already made up as to 
the right course to take, but, Before expressing an 
opinion, he cailed upon his colleagues to declare their 
Views. Each man spote freely and frankly what he 
thought. Expressions varied in tone and in approach 
to the main problem, but ail agreed upon one thing— 
the time had come when diplomatic relations with Ger- 
manv must be severed. 

This was the President’s belief. Nor do I ghink it 
was any surgyrise to him that his colleagues were unani- 
mous in support of it. The Cabinet stvod as a unit for 
the dismissal of Ambassador von Bernstorff, and the 
ending of all further traffic with the empire of the 
Hohenzollerns. 

Although the session lasted for several hours, this 
decision was reached comparatively early. Jt had re- 
quired no debate. The unanswerable argument was be- 
fore us in the German note. 

The remaining time was devoted to discussing what 
should be the next step in the various departments of 
the Government, more particularly in those of State. 
War and Navy. The severance of relations, it was re- 
alized, would create an exceedingly critical situation, 
and no one tried to deceive himself with the suppo- 
sition that it was not likely to lead in a few weeks 
at most to open war. Hence the importance of map- 
ping a program for immediate action. 

From the Cabinet meeting the President went to the 
Capitol and discussed the situation with members of 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Relations and other 
Senators. He was assured of their support in any steps 
he considered necessary. 

I returned to the Navy Department so thoroughly 
convinced hostilities were imminent that I sent out 
the following telecram: “Six Alnay. In view of 
present international situation take every precaution 


to protect the Government plants and vessels.” 

“Alnav” was the code word for “All the navy.” 

[ pass now te 
meetings wh h had to do with big decisions. Much 
happened hetween Feb. 2 and March 20 of absorbing 
interest and importance, but I will reserve the telling 
of it for a subsequent article. Tuesday, March 20, has 
been overlooked in the war. hronologice.s so far as I have 
observed. Hut the dav should be there and under- 
scored as a dav fateful for America and mankind. 

Eleven days earlier the President had called Con- 
gress to meet in special session on April 15, “to re 
ceive such communication as may be made by the ex- 
ecutive.” 

Gut events were moving rapidly. Four American 
vessels had been sunk without warning the Algon- 
quin, City of Memphis, Illinois and Vigilancia---with the 
loss of American lives. German U-boats were destroying 
shipping, neutral as well as belligerent, by the hun- 
dred t.ousand tons. On March 12 we had begun arm- 
ing merchantmen, but it was already evident this de- 
fense was insufficient. 

SHALL CONGRESS BE CALLED IN SESSION AT 
AN EARLIER DATE? 

IF SO, WHAT MESSAGE SHOULD THE PRESI- 
DENT SEND, IN VIEW OF THE SITUATION? 

These were the two vitally important questions the 
mecting of March 29 was called to answer. 

With an even greater solemnity than had marked 
his utterance following the re eipt of the U-boat note, 
the President set forth the serious character of the 
situation. fe told what had been done to protect 
American lives; he reviewed the failure of these meas- 
ures to insure absolute security: he seemed disinclined 
to take the step which would allow of no recall, but, 
with a sort of detachment from the emotional phases 
of the problem, he stibmitted it to the Cabinet and 
invited an individual expression of opinion. 

There were those present who had been ready for 
rome months to enter the struggle: there were others, 
who, sharing the eagerness of the President to protect 
American rights, if possible without recourse to war, 
had come reluctantly to the decision that there was 
now nothing left to do but to defend those rights with 
the full power of the nation, whatever cost it might 
involve. 

It was curious to listen to man after man present 
his views. Every man of the 10 was ma'‘ing for the 
same goal, the same terrible but inescapable objec- 
tive, and every man approached it by a different path. 

The arguments varied: the measure of emotion va- 
riied; but in the end 10 men, looking into the eyes of 
the President of the United States, said to him there 
Was only one course open to America—she must throw 
the weight of her great power against the character 
of war that was being waged by Germany. 

Ten men said it to the one man who would bear in 
heaviest measure the burden of that decision. 

And the one man, who never evaded responsibility, 
ehared the views of his associates and pnt his 
shoulders under the burden, and from that hour bore it 
With unfaltering courage. In the end it broke his 
netilth, but it never broke his spirit. 

Decision to call Congress in session on April 2, in- 
stead of on April 16, was quickly reached, in the light 
of the bigger decision. 

lf was when these matters had been settled that @ 
if ver of the Cabinet read aloud a sheaf of tele- 
Erauis conveying the impression that the people of 
America were clamoring for war, and it was in re- 
sponse to this display of feeling that the President 
epo’e the words previously quoted in this narrative. 

“We are not governed by opinion in our conclusion,” 
said he. “I want to do right, whether it -is popular or 
not.’ 

The next morning the President issued his proclama- 
tion, summoning Congress for April-2. "hy receive a 
communication by the executive on grave questions of 


“national policy which should be taken immediately 


under consideration.” 

The Atlantic fleet, under Admiral Henry T. Mayo, 
went on a war basis at 2 o'clock on the afternoon of 
April 3, 1917. 

At the same hour of the same day President Wilson 
celivered his message to Congress, severing relations 
with Germany, and the Department of State handed 
Von Lornstorff his passports. 

I had just finished sending out a one-line dispatch 
ordering the mobilization of naval communications, 
when a summons came to me to attend a conference 
with the President at the White-House. He had fin- 
ished the delivery of his message and returned to his 
official residence. 

My message, which put all our communications— 
radio, telegraph, telephone, mails and signals-—on & 
war basis, read as follows: 

“One Alatl Radicode. Mobilize Naval Communica- 
tions. SECNAV.” 

“Secnav” ig the code word for Secretary of the Navy.

RS. OSA JOHNSON, wife of Martin Johnson, who accompanied 
the late Jack London on the latter's world trip in the 43-foot 
schooner Snark, has returned with her husband from a trip 
to the Far East, in which she shared as an active captor of 
wild animals for menagerie purposes.

No sooner had we 
sighted the big, gray forms moving 
through the jungle a quarter of a mile 
away, than they saw us. As if by one 
impulse, the elephants turned in our 
direction and charged. 

“We had our moving picture appa- 
ratus with us, but only a single rifle, 
to ward off smaller game. Our weap- 
on would have been of no avail against 
elephants. By good luck we happened 
to be near some trees with enormous 
spreading branches, radiating out from 
a vast central trunk. There are many 
trees of this sort, like the banyan 
trees. in Borneo and British India 
We dropped our moving picture outfit 
and my husband and a British guide, 
who had been sent with us by the 
authorities, at that point started to 
climb a tree with one accord.

UNTING bandits with airplanes, in Haiti 
and San Domingo, is the latest exploit 
of heavier-than-air machines. At a time 
when the situation in the black ‘republics 
was at an acute stage, several small scout 
hiplanes and several aviation companies, 
with their commissioned flying personnel, 
were sent io the island. The planes were assembled by 
expert American mechanics, and each was equipped 
with a synchronized Lewis machine gun. 

One day we were patrolling a district which had been 
overrun by a chieftain named Martin Peguerro. He 
had assembled 300 or 4 natives and equipped them 
with weapons of all descriptions. With this “army” 
he proceeded to terrorize and plunder the peaceful na- 
tives of the vicinity. He was a fellow co. jest and fancy 
With him he carried a set of stocks, in which he im- 
prisoned those members of his band who happened to 
incur his wrath. In order to persuade his victims to 
reveal the hiding places of their valuables, he had an 
ingenious method of heating stones red hot and apply- 
ing them to the feet, so as to loosen the tongue 

We had followed this engising brigand and his 
motiey crew for ‘more than a week. He was as elusive 
as the proverbial March hare. We were about ready 
to give up the search in disgust, when one of our men 
Gescried two airplanes in the distance, circling like 
haw's and swooping down close to the tops of a 
group of palm trees. We rode out into the open savan- 
nah, to watch the antics of the Ameri- 
can birds. Suddenly several shots were 
heard There was no mistaking the | 
sound ft was the peculiar report of 
the-native 50-70 firearm. 

At about this time the crew of one 
of the planes discovered our detachment. 
in a few seconds {t was directly over our : 
heads, and the pilot, with extended arm, od 
pointed out to us the whereabo:.ts of 
the brizgands. Rifles were whipped ‘rom 
rifle boots. and the detachment followed

Pecuerro’s des- 

peradoes fied in all directions. I had occasion to pass 
through the same district several months later. The 
natives were still talking about the “American birds,” 
which flew over Peguerro’s forces and which dropped 
“large eggs’ that went “Boom’”' 

It Was amusing to note the psychological effect of 
the airplanes upon the natives, who, especially those 
of the interior, were exceedingly superstitious. They 
had never before seen an airplane, and viewed “Los 
pajaros’ (‘the birds,” as they called them) with open- 
mouthed bewilderment. Usually, the native would run 
out of words in describing this American phenomenon, 
and with wavings of the arms would simulate a bird in 
flight 

During the first flights of the planes over the island 
it proved almost impossible for them to be of service 


unearthing the camps of the brigands. It was almost 
impossible to take them by surprise—though I have 
known of imstances when Marine detachments, led 
by native guides, had the good fortune to break unerx- 

pectedly upon outlaws in their bivouacs 
Our usual plan was to invite attack by patrolling 
a district with as small a body of troops as seemed 
expedient. Sometimes weeks would siip past before 
a detachment would be rewarded with a skirmish. It 
usually came in the form of an ambush. A detachment 
of “leather-necks’” would be stepping along the trail, 
possibly wearied out with the endless game of hide- 
and-seek. Suddenly the fun would begin There 
wouid be a voiley of shots and of Spanish and French 
oaths. Immediately the =pringfield rifle of the Ma- 
rines would answer with its sharp crack, and the rat- 
tat-tat of the Lewis machine gun

in a few minutes the trail emerged 
from the underbrush and we found ourselves in a smal! 
Clearing. In the center of the open space, half a dozen 
natives were so intent in firing upon the remaining 
liane that they did not notice our approach. Possibly 
the noise of the motor drowned out the beat of our 
horses’ hoofs. At any rate, our men had time to dis- 
mount and take aim before we were discovered. The 
natives broke and ran, and a few shots resounded, 
with marksmanship evidently of the best. 

There followed a lively return fire from the brush 
as Pezuerro hastily summoned the greater part of his 
force Both planes disappeared in the direction of 
camp. The detachment spread itself out in skirmish 
line, several hundred vards from the outer edge of 
the brush. Only occasionally did we return the fire 
of the bandits, hoping they would take courage and 
rush us. But presently both planes were seen returning. 


in locating camps of brigands. At the sight of the sin- 
ister speck in the sky, they would jump into the brush 
like startled rabbits. But in the course of time their 
courage returned. After that several planes not only 
discovered groups of bandits, but drew their fire and 
in return made things lively for them with the machine 
guns 

The planes were used for several purposes in Haiti 
and San Domingo. The first was strictly reconnaissance 
work. in discovering the hiding places where the 
bandits lurked. The maps of the interior section of the 
island were most unreliable, and the trails that wound 
and interwound lazily through the country were a 
puZgzie to the natives themselves. A brief reconnaissance 
by airplane was the equivalent of months of tiresome 
exploration on foot and horseback. 

The advent of the airplane also haatened the de- 
livery of mail to 
the detachments 
scattered in the 
interior. There- 
tofore the mai! 
was delivered by 
Ox carts, which, 
protected by 
armed escorts, 
did well to make 
the trip every 
six weeks. The 
average soldier 
looks forward to 
two events with 
i mpatience— 
namely, pay day 
and the hour 
when mail is 
distributed. 


Prior to the 
coming of the 
planes, one of 
the most diffi- 
cult features of 


fighting was mostiy at very close 
range—that is, before the pedal ex- 
tremities of the natives came into play. 
Then it Was a question of chasing them 
as long as they were in sight. 

When the young Marine Corps avi- 
ator took the air for his daily recon- 
naissance flight over the mountains 
and virtually unexplored tracts of the 
interior, it was with the knowledge 
that a forced lunding would probably 
be attended by direst consequences. The 

question of making a sucessful landing, in a country 
covered with heavy tropical undergrowth, was insignift- 
cant. in comparison with the problem of making one’s 

way back to camp—in all likelihood many miles distant 

—through districts the population of which was de 
cidedly hostile to the American forves. The realiza- 
tion was general! that, should a plane find it necessary 
to make a landing no further than five miles from 
camp, it would be miraculous if the fiver returned to 
camp alive. 

in San Domingo it was easy to find spacious, level 
and open tracts suitable for landing fields, but the 
Same Was not true of Haiti, where the entire region 
is Virtually mountainous. 

The attitude of the natives towards flying, after 
they had become accustomed to it, was one of hopeful 
expectancy for accidents, and keen disappointment 
when they did not occur. A San Dominican newspaper, 
after describing in flowery rhetoric an exhibition of 
flying, ended with the passage: “The dauntless bird- 
men straighten out and resume their flight, disappotnt- 
ing the terror-stricken spectators, who were expecting 
a fatal fall.” 

At the celebration of the Seventeenth of July, the 
Dominican “Independence Day,’ several Marine fly- 
ers performed for the benefit of the populace at the 
opening of the horse races in the town of San Pedro 
de Macoris 

The exhibition began with the planes dropping 
from the sky like mortally wounded creatures. Pan- 
demonium broke forth; in a few moments a terrible 
and delightful calamity would be witnessed, and from 
beneath the debris would be removed the unrecogniza- 
ble forms of the daring Americans. 

But at the highest pitch of the enthusiasm, when the 
planes seemed almost on the ground, the burst of the 
motors spoke again and the craft shot upwards. The 
cheering abruptly ceased. For half an hour the flyers 
vied with one another in acrobatic feats. looping, api- 
raling, risking their lives in long tai! spins. But the 
crowd lost its relish: they had been disappointed in 
the opening thriller, and the rest of the performance

HE hoard of money, concealed in a piece 
of furniture and remaining there for 
many years, while the desk or chair or 
cabinet became shabbier and dingier, is 
a very old theme in fiction. 
As the piece of furniture in the tale be- 
comes more disreputable and more de- 
crepit, it naturally descends in the social scale, finally 
reaching the point where it is but a piece of rubbish, 
neglected and despised in drab surroundings. 

Put all this while the treasure, be it Spanish dou- 
blocns or a bundle of paper currency, remains intact 
and undiscovered until one day the poor, shivering 
seamstress, in need of fuel, or the careless man, in a 
moment of impatience, strikes the piece of furniture 
a single blow (some authors employ two blows) and 
thus reveals the long-hidden hoard. 

Disclosed to human eves again, after so many years, 
the hoard either tinkles or crackles, as the case may 
be, the finder has a conventional moment of stupefac- 
tion. then rejoices exceedingly and all is well. 

And now this well-worn fictional theme has bobbed 
up to the surface of reality and really happened. For 
no piking hundreds of dollars, either. At Bayonne, 
N_ J... only a few weeks az6. the sum of $19,700 actually 
was found in the seat of a ragged, profli- 
gate and despised old chair, where it may 
well have lain in hiding for a generation 
or so. 

Quite fittingly, it was an ill-natured kick 
just preliminary to the destruction of the 
chair, which brought about the discovery 0! 
a pocketbook containing the money. But 
there are some interesting details in con- 
ne‘tion with this true story which give the 
account a few thrilis that have been quite 
overlooked by purveyors of mere fiction. 

The finder was Fred Wilson, about 95 
years of age, who works his eight hours 
each day as engineer on the shore end of 
a dry dock at Port Johnson. near Havyonne.

Query, prompted by picture of minia- 
ture Manchester terrier in the Post- 
Dispatch, calls attention to ap- 
parently mysterious disappearance 
from St. Louis of dogs popular 
thirty-five years ago—Every Kerry 
Patch saloon once possessed a New- 
foundland and every livery stable 
a “coach” -0- -0- ‘i. 


HAT has become of the “bilack-and- 
tan’ dogs that used to be so numer- 
ous in St. Louis? The Newfoundlands 
that used to be seen lounging around 
the grocery stores on Cass avenue’ 
And the pug dog, popular for a time 
because of his appearance, which was 
described as “pleasingly ugly’? 

This query has been sent to the Post-Dispatch by a 
reader who noticed in the issue of March 7 the pic- 
ture of the tiny Manchester terrier owned by Mrs. S 
S. Karlson of San Francisco, which weighs scarcely 
one pound. Although this was an abnormal specimen 
of the breed, the photo suggested the scarcity of the 
type in this city, where thev wefe once numerous. 

“I can understand why the spotted coach dog should 
pass with the light harness horse,”’ writes the corre- 
spondent,. “but the black and tan was so numerous in 
the early ‘80s that his disappearance is as mysterious 
as that of the passenger pigeon. When Grover Cleve- 
land was President, there used to be a Newfoundland 
around every grocery store on Cass avenue and in 
Kerry Patch just as surely as there would be a bar in 
the rear room. I can hardly believe prohibition ex- 
terminated the breed. Then how about the pug’? 
The closest approach to that dog we see nowadays are 
these one-half of one per -ent Pekinese creatures that 
could pass as caterpillars if they were small enough.” 

Probably the picture which brought up the ques- 
tion may partially answer the correspondent, so far 
as the Manchester terrier is concerned. Originally a 
sturdy dog, that. could have put up a good fight against 
the average sized Airedale, the black and tan proved so 
susceptible to breeding as’ a “toy dog” that the stock 
was almost completely ruined in this country. 

In -England the breed was used for rabbit hunting 
and rat killing. Its popularity among miners for the 
latter “sport” caused it to be always regarded as an 


animal adapted to plebeian surroundings across the 


water and it never became a social] favorite. In Amer- 
ica, however, the “toy” black and tans had a tre 


mendous vogue and the vitality of the breed may have 
been literally extirpated by the continuous stunting

processes to which the dogs were sub- 


jected. When they once dropped from 
sight as popular favorites, their iden- 
tity was quickly lost in more vigorous 
mixed breeds. 

The coach dog was really the Rhode- 
sian dog, and years ago this breed used 
to be a familiar sight when light har- 
ness teams appeared on the boulevards 
The facility with which the dog could 
trot between the heels of a fast-mov- 
ing team, without ever being kicked or 
stepped upon, was an instinct developed 
by years of breeding in Europe and 
this country. This variety of dog was 
an old continental breed, but was al- 
ways costly in this country and was 
owned by comparatively few. Usually 
kept around livery stables, they disap- 
peared with the carriage horse. 

As-for the other varieties of dogs 
that have appeared from time to time, 
it must be recalled that breeds go in 
and out of fashion like women's 
clothes, although not with the same 
rapidity. Readers of the older editions 
of Charles Dickens, illustrated by 
Cruikshank, will remember that the 
Italian greyhound and the King 
Charles spaniel were popular “lap 
dogs’’ of the day. The Italian grey- 
hound was a toy creature, developed 
for the fondling of women, and the 
King Charles spaniel was also popu- 
larized for that purpose. 

When Walter Scoft’s writings were 
at the heigh. of their popularity, the 
Scotch deerhound that he so frequent- 
ly depicted instantly leaped into promi- 
nence in England. Because of its cost and the fact 
that it was an animal which throve best in a cold 
Climate, it was never widely introduced in the Unitec 
States. 

Since the days of the Civil War, the dogs which have 
had eras of popularity may be divided into pugs, Man- 
chester terriers, Rhodesians and Newfoundlands for one 
period; collies, mastiffs. fox and bull terriers for an- 
other period; and the Airedales, Pekinese, Boston bull 
terriers. Chows and other dogs which are having a 
season of popularity today. 

Singularly enough, although the dogs bred for some 
really useful purpose have always been fairly numerous 
in this country, there seems never to have been a period 
when they were “social favorites,” a fact that is proba- 
bly a good thing for the respective breeds. The bird 
dogs, such as pointer and setter, the greyhound and 
the ordinary hound, which last is descended from the 
English foxhound, have never been the acrepted pets 
of society, although the place occupied by the various 
“hunting dogs” in this country among families who 
know their worth can never be filled 
‘nina by any other. breeds. 

TIT | The Russian wolfhound, or Borzoi, 
, ] was popular in England for some time

The Newfoundland strain can be traced in 
many dogs of uncertain parentage hanging around 
country towns, but such animals are usually grouped 
with the nondescript array of curs which can be seen 
from the windows on every railroad journey. 

In fact. the mixture of breeds of dogs in this coun- 
try probably is unequaled anywhere in Europe On 
the Continent, as the men of the A. E. F. can recall 
differences in dogs and livestock of various regions are 
strongly marked. The villagers who have traveled 
but little keep raising dogs of one sort, best adapted 
to their needs. For instance, the Pyrranean sheep 
dog, bred to fight off wolves from the flocks, differs 
from the collie as widely as the old English sheep dog 
does. A certain strain of dogs may exist on the Con- 
tinent for generations without being crossed by other 
breeds. 

In America, on the contrary, where every variety of 
canine has been imported from the outside world, the 
great American cur has become a recognized institu 
tion Travelers through the South will remember the 
appearance of canines who absolutely defied the worid 
to diagnose their parentage. This type seems greati\ 
beloved by the Afro-American and every colony of col- 
ored folk has an army of such animals camped about 
the cabins. 

This same cur is really a composite type of all dogs 
represented in America. In birth, if not in residence, 
he is a true cosmfopolitan. He has a tremendous array 
of supposed capabilities and a general tendency to- 
wards worthleseness. At the same time, he is an hon- 
ored guest in many homes as an “all-round dog.” The 
mere delight the possession of one of these tawny ani- 
mals gives to the American smal! boy well pays for his 
existence 

The writer who wishes to know where the various 
breeds have gone, that have enjoyed brief periods of 
prosperity, can seek his answer beneath the hides of 
these same curs.

ISSOURI'S oldest couple received 
an unusual tribute last month 
when the entire town of Brecken- 
ridse, Mo., suspended business for 
the day in recognition of the 103d 
birthday of Dr. Joseph Singer 
Halstead, whereon he received 
- Visitors jointly with his 93-year-old wife. 

Dr. Halstead ig said to be the oldest living Ma- 
son and was once physician to Henry Clay. ‘1- 
‘though a Kentuckian by birth, he has lived for 61 
years on his farm near Breckenridge. and it is a 
matter of pride with him that he is the only pri- 
vate owner who has ever held the tract—title to 
the ground previously having been vested sic- 
eessively in the Governments of Spain, France and 
the United States. 

The aged couple have been married for 69 vears, 
and from children down to great-grandchildren. 
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ancient estates held in Europe and show that some 
of the titles in Austrian property descend from
